Intensive  Office  Education 
(I.O.E.)  is  the  name  given  to  the 
Junior  and  Senior  Steno  and 


Junior  and  Senior  Clerical  class¬ 
es  at  Piqua  Central.  These  class¬ 
es  are  open  to  girls  and  boys 
who  would  like  to  work  as  a 
secretary  after  graduating  from 
high  school,  or  to  go  on  to  col¬ 
lege  for  further  education  in  the 
secretarial  field.  Basic  skills,  such 
as  shorthand,  accounting,  typing, 
and  filing  are  taught  in  the  junior 
year,  while  perfecting  these  skills 
is  stressed  in  the  senior  year.  One 
aspect  that  sets  these  classes  apart 
from  other  business  classes  is  that 
they  are  taught  in  a  block,  mean¬ 
ing  the  students  remain  in  the 
same  room  all  morning.  Features 
such  as  eating  out,  -  10-minute 
breaks,  and  the  use  of  a  coffee 
machine  also  help  to  simulate  an 
office  type  experience.
